THE DEBT. 
REDUCTION IN THE INTEREST CHARGE OF 
OVER 365,000,000. 

Wasninoetonr, D. C., Oct. 19.— According 
to a statement prepared at the Treasury De- 
partment there are 9,495 holders of 5 per 
cent bonds (continued) of the funded loan 
of 1881. The total amount of this loan out- 
standing is S401, 490.000: $22,022,550 of bonds 
are held abroad, 8182,35, 750 by National 
banks, and $197,111,700 by other persons in 
the United States. The interest from Aug. 
12 on these bonds will fall due Noy. next, 
ayd will amount to about 83, 100.000. Checks 
for the payment of this iftemest will be 
mailed by Treasurer Gilfillan the last day of 
the present month. The following agures 
show the decrease effected in the ihterest on 
the public debt by the several Secretaries of 
the Treasury since March, 1869: On the ist

Hamilton, Surgeon-General of the Marine 
Hospital Service, in his report, which is 
completed today, had the following to say of 
the hospital at Chieago: “The ordinary re- 
pairs to the plumbing and heating apparatus 
have been made during the past year, but the 
plumbing is dangerously defective, and the 
heating apparatus is worn out A new 
dumb-waiter has been placed in the build- 
ing at a cost of F173. The general 
repairs to the building enumerated in 
the report of last year and the change in the 
sewerage of the hospital remain to be com- 
pleted. The estimate for the work is 818,90, 
plans for which have been prepared. The 
steam boilers, being worn out, require re- 
placing. 

THIS BUILDING IS MORE EXPENSIVE, 

and, on account of its general plan, the an- 


nual expense of its management is greater 
than any other hospital in the service. The 
plan ‘for these repairs also includes such 
alterations as will render the administration 
more economical. it, was found that the 
amount of money estimated for the year was 
insuflicient to pay the expense of grading 
and turfing the grounds, or to construct the 
bulkhead necessary to prevent the encroach- 
ment of the lake.

Each and all of us are 
proud of having been called to the honor of 
representing France ou this auspicious day. The

YESTERDAY. 
AT LAFAYETTE UA. 

YORKTOWN, Oct. 19.— About 11 o’clock 
Secretary Blaine and the French and Ger- 
man delegations, in full uniform, arrived at 
Lafayette Hall. On entering, the Marine 
Band, of Washington, played an appropriate 
air; the military officers, Senators, Congréss- 
men, and other persons of distinction greet- 
ing them as they passed. At the end of the 
hall the President met the distinguished 
guests, and an informal interchange of 
In a few moinenhts 
the party started for the grand stand, Presi- 
deut Arthur and Secretary Hunt leading. 
They were received with cheers as they ap- 
peared. upon the platform. Next came Sec- 
retary Blaine, escorting the French Lega- 
tion. Gen. Sherman with his-staff, in uni- 
form, were next in line, Gen. Hancock and 
staff following. Gen. Hancock was given 
three cheers. 

PRAYER. 

After a general handshaking, the proceed- 
ings were opened by prayer by Bishop Har- 
ris. Ile invoked divine blessing upon the 
United States and the Republic of France, 
and in conclusion asked God's blessing upon 
all the crowned heads of the world. 

The Poindexter Centennial Ilymn was 
then sung by the choruses from Baltimore, 
Richmond, and Washington. 

PRESIDENT ARTHUR 
was then introduced by Secretary Blaine, 
and delivered the fallowing address: 

Upon this soil, 100 years ago, our forefathers 
brought to a successful issue their heroic strug- 
gie for independence. Here and then was es- 
tablished, and, as we trust, made secure on this 
continent for ages yet to come, that principle of 
government which is the very fibre of our polit- 
icul system—the sovereignty of the people. The 
resentments which attended and, for the time, 
survived the clash of aris, have long since 
ceased to animate our hearts. It is with 
no feelmg of exultation over a de- 
feated foe that today we summon 
upa remembrance of those events which have 
made holy the ground whereon we tread. Sure- 
ly no uch unworthy sentiment could find bar- 
bor in our hears so profoundly thrilléd with the 
expression of sorrow and sympathy which our 
national bereavement has evolved from the 
people of Englandand their august sovereign, 
but it is absolutely fitting that we should gather 
here to refresh our souls with the contempla- 
tion of the-unfaltering patriotism, the sturdy 
zeal, aud the sublime faith which achieved the 
results we now commemorate; for so, if we 
learn aright 

THE LESSON OF TIE HOUR, 
shall we be incited to transmit to the generations 
which shall follow, the precious legacy which 
our fathers left to us—the love of liberty, pro- 
tected by law. Of that historic scene which we 
here celebrate no feature is more prominent 
and none more touehing than the partipation of 
our gallant allies from across the sea. It was 
the presence of our gallant alles from across 
the sea which gave fresh and vigorous impulse 
to the hopes of our countrymen, when 
well nigh disheartened by a long series of, disus- 
ters. It was their noble aud generous aid, ex- 
tended in the darkest period of the struggle, 
which sped the coming of our triumph, and 
made the capitulation at Yorktown possible a 
century ago. To their descendants and repre- 
sentatives who are here present as honored 
guests of the Nation, it is my glad duty to offer 
cordial welcome. Lon have a right to share 
with us the associations which cluster about the 
day when your fathers fought side by side with 
our fathers in the cause which was here crowned 
with success, and none of the memories awak- 
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the delegation have been the guests, also the 
people of America, for the sympathy and wel- 
come extended to the representatives of France. 
Each of us will treasure the recollection of 
American hospitality and friendly sentiments 
which have been manifested to us in every place 
andevery sphere. 

MARQUIS DE ROCHAMBEAU 
made a graceful response in French. 
said: 

CITIZENS OF THE OUnNrTEeED States: You 
have invited to celebrate with you a _ great 
achievement of arms, and we did hot hesitate 
to brave the terrors of the ocean to say to you 
that what our fathers did in 1781, we, their sons, 
would be willing to do today, and to attest our 
constant friegdsbip, and further show we cherish 
the same sentiments of our fathers in those 
glorious days we celebrate. In the name of 
my companions, who represent here the men 
who fought, permit me to hope the attachment 
formed in these days around this monument 
which is to be erected will be renewed in 100 
years, and wil) again celebrate the victory which 
joined our fathers in comradeship and alliance. 

BARON STEUBEN 
then responded in German in an appropriate 
speech, which was loudly applauded,

James Baron Hope, of Virginia, then read 
the centennial poem with fine effect. 

Music by the band concluded the ceremo- 
nies. 

About 2,000 people were present at the 
stand, but there were none outside of the 
lines,

which opened with a clear sky and a decline 
in the temperature of some 20 degrees, 
was quite comfortable. Gov. Ludlow, of 
New Jersey, and staff, accompanied by many 
ladies, arrived by steamer this morning, also 
the Pennsylvania troops, accompanied by 
Gov.

A RECEPTION. 

At the conc) usion of the ceremonies at the 
monument there was a reception by Presi- 
dent Arthur in Lafayette Hall, to which the 
general public was admitted. Hundreds of 
people thronged the building. Secretary 
Blaine acted as master of ceremonies, afid 
Senator Hawley, of Connecticut, introduced 
the people to the President. The reception 
lasted about half an hour, and there were 
hundreds of people in line when the Presi- 
dent left the building. The first to 
be presented were Gov. Long and staff, of 
Massachuseets, followed by Gov! Cornell and 
staff, of New York, the Governor of Mich- 
igan and staff, and the Governors of other 
States. Among those in line who shook 
hands with the President was the wife of 
President Tyler.

MINNESOTA,

Sr. Pau, Minn., Oct. 19.—The Senatorial sit- 
uation is as good as settled. The developments 
of today plainly show that Mr. Windom’s nomi- 
nation and election as Seuator from Minnesota 
are foregone conclusions. The predictions so 
freely made by the few opposed to him during 
the early part of the week that no caucus would 
be held have been nullified. In response toa 
paper signed by twenty-three of the Republican 
Senators, and a very generally expressed desire 
on the part of the members of the House, the 
Caucus Committee this evening issued the fol- 
lowing call: 

A caucus for the nomination of a candidate 
to be supported by the Kepublican members of 
the Legisiature for the office of United States 
Senator is appointed to be held at the hall of the 
House of Representatives on Thursday evening, 
Oct. 20, 1881. 

It is now understood that Mr. Windom will 
receive at least seventy-five votes in the caucus, 
or fifteen more than are necessary to nominate 
him. There are 117 Republican members in the 


Legisiature, and it will only require 
the support of sixty of them to give 
Mr. Windom the caucus nomination. 
It is now certain, as stated above, that he will 
receive seventy-five votes; but this does not 
represent his entire strength in the caucus, as 
the enumeration does not include many mem- 
bers who have announced that they will vote 
tor bim. It was learned from leading répre- 
sentatives of the opposition to Windom that 
they will go into the caucus. There may possi- 
bly be a few who adhere to theoriginal program 
of staying out, but these exceptions will be in- 
siguificant in numbers and intluence. Thistfact 
wus made plain at a caucus of the opposition, 
which was held at the Metropolitan Hotel this 
evening, and which a very small room sulfliced 
to contain, 80 light was the attendance. A num- 
ber of the opposition bave expressed the opin- 
ion that Windom will be nomisated and elected 
without much difficulty. The opponents of Mr. 
Windom have been perplexed to find a candi- 
date, since ex-Lieut.-Gov. Wakefieid has re- 
fused to sanction or eountenance their choice 
of himself for the office, who will have sufficient 
strength to unite all the elements of opposition 
to Mr. Windom. There was some hope that ex- 
Lieut.-Gov. Armstrong could be induced to be a 
candidate, buten has proved to be futile, and 
now it looks as though they would be forced to 
unite on Lieut.-Gov, Gilman, notwithstanding 
the general feeling that he is not strong enough 
to concentrate and solidify the opposition to 
Windom.

MIRACULOUS ESCAPES. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune, 
MILWAUKEE, Wis., Oct. 19.—A serious accident 
Occurred on the La Crosse Division of the Chi. 
cago, Milwaukee & St. Pau! Road ata station near 
Pewaukee,Wis.,twenty-five miles from the city, 
at 2 o'clock this morning. Thirty or forty pas. 
sengers were more or less injured, but no ude 
was killed outright. The through train bound 
for St. Paul and Minneapolis, which arrives here 
from Chicago atlociock a. m. and arrives at 
Minneapolis at Z o'clock p. m. the same day, 
jumped the track just west of Pewaukee. The 
cause was a broken rail. About two feet of the 
end of the rail which joins the switch 
used in running cars down to the Best Brewing 
Company's ice-bouse was broken off, probably 
by the engine, as that machine and the mail and 
baggage cars kept the track. The next car was 
a smoker filled with emigrants. This jumped 
the track to the left, and was followed by the 
next passenger-car. The succeeding passenger- 
car and two sleepers jumped to the right, ieay« 
ing one sleeper remaining on the track. The 
cars did not pile up on each other on ae 
count of the engine remaining on the 
track. The locomotive could not be 
checked until the wreck had deen 
drawn about the length of the train, and thé re- 
maining sleeper, which was the last on the track, 
stopped right over the broken fail which had 
gaused all of the mischief, The first car throwg 
off the track was drawn tar enough to precipi- 
tate itover a high embankment into the lake, 
In falling the coach turued a complete somerset, 
and it wasin this car that the most wére hurt, 
It landed on the edge of the lake, ia which 
the water was about three feet deep. The 
sieepers and other passenger cars which 
were thrown off tumbled over on their 
sides, and in that position remained when the 
train became motioniess. As soon as pogsivie, 
Bob McKittrick, the conductor, walked into 
Pewaukee and teiegraphed to this city for aid, 
In the meantime aid was asked from Oconotio- 
woc. During the interval which elapsed between 
the accident and the arrival of assistance, the 
scene was indeed exciting and tragical. Ali oa 
the cars knew chat some were burt, and 
all thought a number bad been killed. Total 
darkness reigned. The ure in tue stoves were 
put out, and then the men saw that women 
and children were dressed and to 
remain within the cars, as the night air was 
frosty and piereing. The cries of the weak 
men and of the women and children were bard 
to Hush, but at last nothing broke the silence 
except the pitiful groans of the wounded. At 
last two physicians arrived from Oconomowoec, 
and shortly afterwards, at about d o'clock, after 
three hours’ waiting, a special train arrived, 
bringing Superintendent Adkinsand Drs. Marks, 
Mason, Ladd, and Thompson, of this city. These 
at once set abuut taking care ot the wounded 
and seeing that modes of getting to Mil- 
waukee were furniseed to all. There w 
about 300 people on the train, and of these 
number injured is small in proportion to 
number participating in the wreck. At# 
this morning the special train carrytug those m- 
ju as well as those not injured, arrived at 
the Union depot in this city, and was met by a 
tremendous crowd. Hacks were in wait or 
those seriously injured, and they were conveyed 
to the different bospitals.

Desperate and Prolonged Encounter 
Between the Dogs Pilot and 
Cribb. 


Scene of the Battle Six 
Miles from Louisville, 

Ky. 
It Took Pilot Less than an Hour 
and a Half to Kill Cribb.

LOUISVILLE, Ky., Oct. 19.—The great dog-fight 
between the brindle New York English bulldog 
Pilot, owned and backed for $1,000 by “ Cockney 
Charley.“ and Cribb, a fine white specimen of 
the bull terrier,owned and backed by Louis 
Kreger, of this city, came off today, beginning 
at 9:88 a. . All last nicht those un the lookout 
for pointérs could hear expressions indicating 
that an early hour this morning would be the 
time, and from different sources one wouid get 
different ideas as to the spot; but all agreed that 
the dogs were here and in good trim, 
and that they would fight near the eity. Special 
reporters from all the Engiish papers in Cin- 
cinnati, and one from Cleveland and one from 
New York, together with ali the reporters for 
the daily press of this city, were busy as bees 
getting all the available information. About 3 
o'clock this morning it became generally known 


that 
THE PLACE 
selected for the fight was the farm of one 
Stine, a German farmer about six miles from 
the city, in the turndike known as the Poplar 
Level road, on the edge of what has become 
infamous under the name of the “ Wet 
Woods.” Asa great many roughs and sports 
had congregated in the city, and there were 
many round the site sejeeted, it made the inter- 
est to reporters doubly keen, and from that 
hour to daylight reporters and nighthawks gen- 
eraily, were busy waking up livery-keepers and 
engaging and getting out rigs of one character 
and another to take them and their friends to 
the scene.

THE SNY LEVEE. 

Quincy, III., Oct. 19.—Speciais tonight from 
New Canton and Rockport announce a disas- 
trous break in the Sny Levee two miles above 
Scott’s Landing. The wateris pouring through 
the crevice in torrents, and a vast area of highly- 
cultivated land is being rapidly inundated. 
Runners are sent out to warn people of the dis- 
aster, and farmers are using superhuman efforts 
to Bave their stock and their household effects. 
The disaster at this time will be much greater 
at this time than ever before, as a very 
large area of winter wheat has been sown. 
The corn and other crops have not been se- 
cured, and the bottoms are full of cattle, horses, 
and other live stock. The flood has come upon 
the people so suddenly, and is so unexpected, 
that but few of them bave prepared for it, and 
as a resuit the damage will be very great. 

Sr. Louris, Mo., Oct. 19.—A Warsaw (III.) dis- 
patch says the levee broke this morning at a 
place called Copper Slough, four miles below 
there. The water is now four inches higher 
than the big rise of last spring and summer, and 
is still rising. Much damage will result to 
crops of hay, and perhaps stock.

TREMENDOUS ACTIVITY. 

New York, Oct. 19—From the Public: 
Exchanges for the second week of Octo- 
ber, outside of New York, have never been 
surpassed except in the first week of Octo- 
ber. The ratio of increase, in comparison 
with the corresponding week of last ‘year, 
was very neariy the same outside and at this 
city; yet, during that week last year, an ex- 
traordinary “boom” in stocks and business 
began as soon as the results of the Western 
elections were known, sales of stock sud- 
denly rising to 541,800 shares Wednesday. 
No day last week reported as large transac- 


_tions in stocks, but the traftic in merchandise 


was large, and the remaining exchanges, 
after deducting double the value of stocks 
sold, were about $640,663,700. The sales of 
Wheat amounted to 12,843,000 bushels; corn, 
9,581,000 bushels; oats, 2,337,000 bushels; cot- 
ton, 808,000 bales. These statements, how- 
ever, include dealings in “phantom” grain 
and cotton, or in futures and options, In 
which the amount of money used is compar- 
atively small. The volume of legitimate 
business was remarkably large, more be- 
cause money was easy and there were signs 
of a breaking of the grain blockade. The 
streets are rarely more blockaded with loads 
of freight when in decent condition for haul- 
ing, but the returns show an improvement 
since last year almost as great in the agzre- 
gate as other cities, and at several important 
points much greater. The following shows 
the amount of exchanges at San Francisco 
for the week ending Oct. 8 and at other cities 
for the week ending Oct. 15:

A NOVEL STRIKE. 
FIVE HUNDRED GIRLS STRIKE AGAINST A 
Homo FOREMAN, 
Special Dispatch to The Chicagu Tribena 

NEW York, Oct. 19.— Nearly 500 girls who 
work in the stripping department of 
Lorillard’s tobaceo factory in Jersey City 
are out on a strike, and, taking all the cir- 
cumstances into consideration, it is one of 
the strongest labor strikes probably that was 
ever inaugurated. One would naturally 
suppose that a refusal to labor on the part of 
so large a number of employés would be the 
result of an insufliciency ot wages, but, un- 
like men who consider themselves poorly 
paid and resort tosuspensionu of work to right 
their wrongs, the giris do not profess to have 
any serious grievance. It appears from 
what they themselves say,that they are fight- 
ing against a system of restraint that is pe- 
culiarly galling to the female tobaeco-work- 
ers’ minds. In the words of one of the lead 
ers in the movement, who

today. The girls were not allowed to have 
any fun.” The firm, no doubt observing 
that the old foreman was letting the givis do 
pretty much as they pleased, and not dlock- 
ing thein for short time, ete., replaced this 
man with one who has completely soured 
the girls’ hearts, and caused them to 
rebel in a body. Said one of the girls: 

“The truth of it is, he is altogether too 
strict. He would not allow us to have any 
fun at all. It is awfully dull to be obliged 
to work hard and have to keep as quiet as 
mice. Whena girl wants to laugh or sing 
she don’t like to hear the foreman say, as 
cross asa bear: ‘Shut up there and stop 
that noise.’ Our old foreman was not so

Arrrn a long, hard fight against the in- 
fluences that always exist around every State 
Capital, the people of Wisconsin succeeded at 
the last session of the Legislature in getting 
a joint resolution passed submitting the 
question of biennial sessions to a vote of the 
people. They are now to determine whether 
such an amendment shall be adopted or not, 
andthe question is one of so much impor- 
tance to the taxpayers of the State that they 
are not likely to forget it when they go to 
the polls in November. Wherever biennial 
sessions have taken the place of. annual 
meetings of the Legislature, the change has 
been beneficial, and no Statethat has ever 
adopted it has gone back to the old practice. 
The merits of the two systems have been 
fuily diseussed in Wisconsin, and there is 
nothing more needed to be said but to re- 
mind the voters that such an amendment to 
their Constitution is to be decided at the next 
election. Two successive Legislatures have 
passed the joint resolution submitting it toa 
vote of the people, and now it is tor the 
cleetors to determine whether they are in 
favor of the reform or not. It is likely to be 
carried by a large majority.

Tur court-martial to try the unfortunate 
soldier Mason for the crime of missing Gui- 
teau has been duly organized, and officers 
and gentlemen of the army are still crying 
for exemplary punishment in his case, The 
discipline of the army, it is said, must be 
maintained, and no way so swift and terrible 
of maintaining it occurs to the estimable 
graduates 6f West Point as the sending of 
this common, ignorant, misguided, but well- 
meaning soldier to jail for along term of 
years. Meanwhile sixteen officers of the 
army who have been sentenced to dismissal 
by courts-martial for drunkenness, assaults 
upon women, and other like venial offenses, 
continue in good-and regular standing on the 
army rolls; and the failure to make examples 
of any of them renders it all the more neces- 
sary that justice should be executed relent- 
lesly upon this offender, who is only an en- 
listed man and has no friends auc court, ‘Lhe 
object of making an example of him would 
be, of course, to prevent auy other soldier 
from shooting at a future assasin of a future 
President, a contingency so near and alarm- 
ing that it can only be compared to the afflic- 
tion of the maiden who wept on the cellar 
stairs for fear she might get married and

Court accordingly gave Andrews a sentence 
of one year in the penitentiary, and sus- 


pended judgment until his friends could 
have an opportunity to apply to the Presi- 
dent. This opportunity has since been im- 
proved, and the President, on what must have 
amounted to a misrepresentation of the 
facts, has extended a full and free pardon to 
the criminal. If this is not a complete 
parody of justice it comes very near to being 
one. The Chicago Post-Office has been 
under former administrations almost a har- 
bor of refuge for thieves. Postmaster Mc- 
Arthur was a defaulter for a large amount; 
he was pardoned. Golsen and Gregg, of the 
money-order department, were convicted of 
embezzlement: and the guiltier one of the two 
was pardoned, while the other received a 
very lenient sentence. There have been half 
adozen other instances of pardon of post- 
office thieves in Chicago within as many 
years. Indeed pardon has come to be the 
rule in all such eases instead of the excep- 
tion. A regular pardon bureau has notori- 
ously been established with branches in 
Washington and Chicago for the benetit of 
such offenders. How long it will be under 
the present system before the post-office 
service at Chicago wholly breaks down we 
leave for the experts to determine. It is, 
however, a principle capable of clear demon- 
stration that if thievery is not punished 
thieves will multiply. 


Tux people of Chicago will much regret 
to learn that Mr. Charles S. Waller, the able 
and upright Commissioner of Public Works, 
yesterday resigned that office, and that the 
Mayor promptly accepted it. Mr. Waller 
took this office in May, 1879, at a time when 
the city needed a conservative, intelligent, 
and courageous man in that office, and Mr. 
Waller has filled the requirements in these 
and all other respects with signal ability and 
conscientious fidelity. He has won the con- 
fidence of the entire community. He has 
been so faithful to the trust reposed in him 
that he has been followed during his whole 
service by the complaints of the whole army 
of those long accustomed to treat the City 
Treasury as an object of legitimate plun- 
der. lle has broken up countless abuses, 
and brought order out of chaos, and 
has shown that it was possible for a Com- 
missioner of Public Works to be honest him- 
self and to compel all others under his con- 
trol to be honest also. His administration of 
his office will long be remembered by 
the people of Chicago, who will deep- 
ly regret his resignation. This regret 
will be intensified in vublie estimation 
when it is known that Mr. Waller, in the 
discharge of his duties, came into collision 
withthe notorious ward bummer, Lieb, and 
Mr. Waller, not being a political bum- 
mer, and not running the office as a ward 
caucus, was forced to the wall by those to 
whom Lieb was a serviteable agent. That a 
gentleman of Mr. Waller's attainments, 
abilities, integrity, and official usefulness 
should be permitted to be insulted, baffled,

The officers of the Land League being 
now under arrest and incapable of act- 
ive personal agitation, the executive mem- 
bers, from their places in jail, send 
forth this advice from prison, and ap- 
peal to the half-million tenant farmers of 
Ireland to peremptorily refuse to pay another 
penny of rent to any landlord until the ofii- 
cers of the league, the representatives of 
the people, are released, and the summary 
law of arbitrary arrest and imprisonment 
shall be abandoned. 

This acuon produces a crisis which must 
soon be determined. We will assume, fisst, 
that this appeal to pay no rent will meet with 
general approval by the Irish tenants, and 
that henceforward the voluntary payment of 
rent will cease in Ireland. What then? 

The landlords will resort to legal and mill- 
tary remedies. They will give notices of 
eviction by the thousand, and, after obtaining 
judgments and writs for the purpose, the 
14,000 armed constabulary and the 40,000 reg- 
ular troops will serve these writs, and by the 
force of the bayonet the tenants and their 
families will be put eff their hoidings, and 
whatever little property they have be taken 
from them. It this eviction becomes general 
the land must remain idle. No other tenants 
will take the lund, and rent will, therefore, 
cease as certainly in the one case asin the 
other. 

English landtordism in either case will 
pri G.ically be abolished throughout the isl- 
and. It will be impossible to import other 
tenants, because public opinion will not 
tolerate and no military force be able to 
protect any new occupants seattered about 
on the farms who may attempt to occupy 
this land. The British Government will 
thus be confrontéd with a crisis which can- 
not be determined by bayonets. It cannot 
imprison the entire population of Ireland, 
nor can it suppress millions of people forci-

THE IRISH INDIGNATION MEETING. 

If there were any doubts as to how we 
Irish-Americans of Chicago felt on the 
events now transpiring in Ireland, last 
night’s meeting at McCormick Hall must 
have dispelied them. ‘lhe meeting was 
large and enthusiastic, and there was no 
doubting its feeling. It was with Parnell 
and Dillon and the Land League. One of 
the resolutions adopted by the meeting, 
whether pertinently or not, pointed ont that 
a nation which had millions of people in the 
United States, Canada, and Australia, and 
which, as was significantly remarked, had a 
garrison ot 3,000,000 in England, could not 
be put down by proclamation, could not be 
treated as powerless. 

The meeting of last night in Chicago 
proves that the people of Lrish birth or blood 
in this country—and their conduct and feel- 
ings may be taken as an index of the feeling 
of the whole race—can not be treated with 
contempt. It showed that though the 5,000,-

There are some details in Judge Lowell’s 
project which are regarded as unnecessarily 
harsh.. For instance, it is provided that any 
bankrupt may be arrested.by order of the 
court whenever it shall be proved to the sat- 
isfactio# of the Judge that he is about to 
leave the district, and that he may be de- 
tained in person until he shall furnish bail. 
The District Judge is also given the discre- 
tion at any time after adjudication and before 
the appointment of an assignee to issue a 
warrant to the Marshal requiring him to 
seize the property of the debtor and keep it 
till an assignee shall be agreed upon. It is 
certain, however, that any new bankrupt law 
must afford ample protection against fraud, 
in order to command the confidence of the 
mercantile community and insure fairness of 
distribution. An important provision in 
Judge Lowell’s scheme is that a bankrupt 
cannot apply for his discharge in less than 
six months from the time of adjudication, 
and must not defer it longer than eighteen 
months. This would place a limit upon 
bankrupt proceedings, which, under the old 
practice, might be stretched out indefinitly, 
and run up costs to an’ extent that would 
swallow up the whole estate. Many other 
details have been suggested, and will un- 
doubtedly be brought before Congress when 
the subject comes to be considered, but the 
chief purpose ought to be to secure a law 
which shall be brief and clear in its terms 
and as inexpensive as possible in its opera- 
tions.

TuHatT part of the report of the Citizens’ 
Committee which relates to the subject of 
bridges contains valuable statistics and sug- 
gestions of more or less practical interest. 
The effect of opening up Lake street to 
hurse-car travel seems to have escaped the 
attention of the committee. It has added 
immensely to the strain upon the bridges. 
When the two lines of traffic at right angles 
were at Randolph street it seldom happened 
that they came into tontact, but at Lake 
street and Wells or Mark this is a common 
experience. The bridge nuisdnce is no 
longer a question of remote and speculative 
interest; it is a present and growing evil. 
The season of navigation for this year is now 
nearly at an end; but by this time next year 
the delays both to street travel and 
to the shipping caused by the incessant 
swinzing of the bridges to accommodate 
both will be almost intolerable. The plan of 
sending the cars through tunnels specially 
constructed for the purpose might afford tem- 
porary relief, and the use of steam-power in 
opening and closing the bridges wouid be 
Still more useful. On a low estimate a min- 
ute might be saved each way in the opera- 
tion of opening and closing the bridges by 
the use of steam. The person stationed at 
Clark-street bridge by the Citizens’ Asso- 
ciation reported thatit was swung fifty-six 
times between 6 in the morning and 7 in the 
evening. If steam-power had been employed, 
therefore, the actual time saved would have 
been 112 minutes, or nearly two hours, and 
this in the-busiest part of the day. The figures 
of the Citizens’ Association curiously show 
that 1.800 persons out of 8,800 persons who 
go down-town in the morning by Clark street 
bridge as foot passengers do not return in 
the same way. Some of them, doubtless, are 
street-car pasSengers at night, when they 
are weary with the day’s work, but a consid- 
erable proportion also are not able to get 
home so early as 7 p. m., when the reckoning 
ceased. It is evident. that the discussion of 
remedies for the bridge nuisance is gradual- 
ly assuming a more radical form. This is as 
it should be. In a few years more no remedy 
can be deemed too radical. possibly not ex- 
cepting that of the adventurous gentleman 
who proposes to carry the river over the 
bridges. All methods of relief which do not 
look forward to a time when the bridges will 
cease to swing at all must, from the nature of 
the case, be regarded as only temporary. 


THE CRISIS IN IRELAND. 
a TrrsuneE of yesterday published the 
text of the address issued by Parnell and the 
executive members of the Lrish Land League, 


all of whom are in jail, in which they appeal 


to every tenant in Ireland from “this day 
forth to pay no rents under any circum- 
stances to their landlords until the Govern- 
ment relinquishes the existing system of ter- 
rorism and restores the constitutional rights 
of the people.“ This means the release of 
Parnell and his associates and the abandon- 
ment of the armed coercion act for purposes 
ot terrorization over the Land-Leaguers. 

To fully understand this action it should 
be explained that the Irish have for two cent- 


ment will be confronted with the question of 
what is to be done with five millions of 
houseless, homeless, foodless people with 
20,000,000 of acres of land stripped of its cul- 
tivation and converted into an abandoned 
waste? What will be the outcome of such 
an unexampled condition ot affairs? Five 
millions of people kept from the cultivation 
of food by a British army, and reduced to 
starvation within two hours’ communication 
with London? 

The alternative outcome of this crisis is 
the refusal of the people of Ireland or of 
any considerable proportion of them to obey 
the order of the Land League and go on 
paying rents. That is the immediate point 
at issue, and to be decided by the people of 
Ireland. If that order be not obeyed, if the 
decisions of the Land Court as to whatis 
“fair rent” be so far satisfactory to the 
tenants that they will accept leases under 
the Land bill to the disregard of the counter 
order of Parnell, then the power of the 
league itself will be broken and destroyed. 
The issue is plainly and directly made by the 
Land League in their order not to pay any 
rent under any circumstances so long as the 
league is under coercive suppression. How 
far will the people adopt this advie and 
thus sustain the league? Ilow far will they 
reject that advice, take their new leases, pay 
the fair rent fixed by the court, and thus 
break down the power and authority of the 
league? ‘The Land Court opens today for 
business and to hear applications for leases. 
Will the people apply for these leases and 
accept them, or will they reject the terms of 
the Land law, fall back upon the advice and 
orders of Parnell and the Executive Com- 
mittee of the leAgue, and, by paying no rent 
hereafter, produce the most extraordinary 
condition of affairs? 


YORETOWN AND IRELAND. 

The average Englishman is not possessed 
of a very keen sense of humor, but he must 
be dull indeed notto be impressed with the 
coniical absurdity of English expressions of 
sympathy with Americans in the celebration 
of the victory of Yorktown, in view of the 
situation in Ireland. 

One hundred years ago England had 
armies in the United States struggling to en- 
force taxation without representation; today 
she has armies in Ireland to enforce the col- 
lection of the rent-rolls of landlords living in 
luxury in Engiand and on the Continent as 
against tenants in rags and on the verge of 
starvation. One hundred years ago yester- 
day the pivotal battle of the Revolution of the 
colonists was fought and won by them 
against England, and yesterday the Land 
League of Ireland issued its declaration of 
independence of the British Government. 
For this is what the refusal to pay rent 
means, It is the consummation,” on 
paper, of the, long threatened revolu- 
tion. The Land League cannot exist a 
week unless the Irish people rati- 
fy its declaration of independence, and 
if they ratify it they mus: go forward to 
eventual liberty or ignominious defeat. The 
Land League claims to speak, not only for 
the people of Ireland, but for“ the Irish race 
the world over,” and it defies Great Britain 
precisely as the American colonists defied it 
one hundred years ago. If lreland Were at 


to protest against the suppression of free 
speech and popular agitation.

The principal argument against it was that 
the costs of a bankruptcy proceeding were so 
great that but little was left of an estate for 
the creditors after it had passed through the 
hands of the Register. It was also apparent 
that the law had become so cumbersome, 
complicated, and involved by reason of the 
mass of decisions and unsettled practiee that 
fraud was easy. It was felt, too, that the two | 
or three years succeeding the panic had suf- | 
ficed to settle up the affairs ot men who had | 
been the victims of contraction and misfort- 
une, and that it was time to begin over again 
on a new basis which should offer no tempta- 
tion to frandulent bankruptcy. Since that 
time the business sentiment of the country 
has undergone considerable change, and 
there is now a widespread sentiment that a 
people naturally inclined to push and enter- 
prise shall have an escape-valve in cases of 
misguided energy or unavoidable disaster. 

As between a uniform National law of 
bankruptcy, protected against fraud and ex- 
tortion, and different systems of liquida- 
tiou termined by State boundaries, the 
choice is unquestionably in favor of the 
former. An insolvent merchant located in 
one State out doing business in several finds 
no relief in a partial discharge from liability 
which Jeaves him subject to future persecu- | 
tions elsewhere. It bas also been found that, 
under the State systems of assignment, there | 
is a better qpportunity for making relatives | 
or fictitious creditors preferred, and thus de- 
feating an equitable distribution of the debt- 
or’s assets. Creditors living in other States 
suffer greater losses on this account than can 
be offset by a retention of claims under the 
difficulty of prosecuting them for collection 
at some future time.

THE IMPERIAL INTERVIEW. 
Special Cable, 

Warsaw, Oct. 19.—The Herald’s special 
cable says: As the Imperial interview did 
not take place on the 18th, the day given 
as certain by well-informed personages 
and by semi-official Pesth and Vienna 
journals, I have abstained from tele- 
graphing until I could get an insight 
into the motives on account of 
which the interview has been so far delayed, 
and the reasons for its probable further post- 
ponement. Baron Von Haymerle’s death ap- 
pears to have really broken off all negotla- 
tions on the subject. Count Andrassy re- 
fuses to accept office, and the reasons he 
gives make it impolitic for the Emperor of 
Austria to meet the Czar with a 
Hungarian acting even temporarily as Min- 
ister of Foreign Affairs. At the same time 
he cannot well undertake the interview 
without a responsible Minister. Von Hay- 
merle's post has been offered to the present 
Austrian Ambassador at St. Petersburg, but 
he has not yet accepted. On the 
other hand, it is said that the 
Emperor of Austria is anxious to 
await the return of the delegates to the 
Reichsrath, which meets on the 15th of next 
month. But 

THE CHIEF DIFFICULTY 
is still supposed to come from the Czar, who 
is strongly advised not to come through 
Warsaw, and who cannot find a plausible 
pretext for coming by Dantzie and 
the German frontier railway. Gen. Ignatieff 
has been all along advising him to wait until 
he is crowned next spring, but I am certain 
that this advice has been set aside by the 
Czar who prefers to take that of N. 
De Giera, who is persuaded that 
Prince Bismarck is opposed to 
the interview, and is bent on placing ob- 
stacles in the way. This may account for 
the statement of the Pestcer-Lloyd that the 
interview was 
DEFERRED ONLY A FEW WEEKS. 

It is evident that everything and everybody 
is kept ready at Granica and other points on 
the Galician frontier, in anticipation of the 
Czar’s sudden arrival. It will have to 
be very sudde if he wishes to es 
cape the Nildflisis at Kleff, which is 
the headquarters of Nihilism and near 
enough to free\jati-Russian Poland to give 
plenty of work to the St. Petersburg secret 
police. ‘The Grand Duchess Anastasia, 
daughter of the youngest brother of 
Alexander IL, has arrived at Warsaw.

JUDGE M’ALLISTER. 
THE LAND ACT. 

Judge McAllister, on taking the chair, was 
received with loud applause, the audience 
rising to their feet. He spoke as follows: 

FkLLow Crrizens: You will have to excuse 
me from making any extended remarks this 
evening, for the reason that a period of some 
twelve years has elapsed since | have addressed 
a popular assembly, and whatever aptitude 1 
ever bad in that regard Ihave lostfor want of 
use. We come here tonight as a iiberty-loving 
people to express our views and feelings as re- 
the recent action of the British Goverao- 
ment in causing the arrest and imprisonment of 
some of the leaders in the Land League move- 
ment, and in particuiar the Hon. Charles Par- 
nell, Member of Parliament. [Applause.] I 
may say here that we do not assembie for the 
mere expression of enthusiasm, or the mere 
expression of feeling; that we wish to contrib- 
ute something on this occasion towards forming 
in tbis country a correct pubiic opinion 
upon these great. subjects. [Appluuse. 
A public opinion which is base 
upon mere feeling or prejudice, or an unreason- 
ing enthusiasm, must necessarily be ephemeral 
and ineffectual. I“ Hear.“ Hear.“ ] But one 
that is based upon actual knowledge of mate- 
rial facts, and the application of sound princi- 
ples to these facts, is likely to be enduring. and 
to have eifect so far as any public opinion in 
this country can have effect upon the Ministers 
of England. [Apolause.] 

Nor are we to assume in the start that there 
are no different views iu reference to this sub- 

tia this country. People look upon a sub- 
ect acco to their antecedents and pruciivi- 
ties—from ir own peculiar standpoints.

for obstructing the enforcement of the Land 
bill. [Hissee.] The most dispassionate state- 
ment uf the case is the strongest arraignment 
of the Government.

it? [Cries ot No, no,”] Would the mere ques- 
tion of fair rents satisfy your community? 
Cries of No.“ ] Suppose t Land bill were 
airly and liberally interpreted in the interest of 
the tenant, and that fair rents were secured to 
them for fifteen years under its provisions; 
what then? These rents stiil continue to pour 
into the pockets of absentee landiords. I will

through rents, to absentee landlords, given by 
the editor of THe CHicaGuo TRIBUNE—Aa gentle- 
man well informed on this subject—whbo put it 
on one occasion at $75,000,000 annually.

The tenants who had en- 
ricbed the soil, whose blood and sweet have sunk 
into it as deep as the soil itself, have sume rights 
on this land. Do you say that is a Communistic 
principle? If you do, then Mr. Gladstone is a 
Communist; Mr. Forster is a Communist. [A 
voice: He is not.] Allof them are Communists 
if that principle is Communistic. In 1870, what 
was known as the Brigut clause 01 
the Land bill recognized the fact that the 
title vested not alone in the landlord, but also 
in the tenant, and that tbat relation could be 
defined by Government, In this very bill the 
government provides that the tenant shall have 
tifteen years’ tenure, and that the Government 
shall fix the rent. Then if it recognizes the 
principle that the landlord is not tbe sole owner 
of the soil, that the Government can fix the 
rent for that soil, and fix the lease of tenure of 
the tenant, it recoguizes the fundamental prin- 
ciple invoked by Mr. Parneil and the Land 
League today: the Government bas therefvure 
the right to buy this land, fix a value upon it, 
pay the landiords,and sell it to the tenant, to be 
aid for in tne future. [Applause.] Has Mr. 
arneill taken any other pusiaon? lam stating 
the position of the Land League and of Mr. 
Parnell. 
FOR THIS Is HE CAST INTO PRISON. 
For thisis John Dillon thrown into jail. For 
this, simply for discussing in a constitutional 
way a burning public question that affects not 
ouly the interest but the very ex:stence of the 
ple of Ireland, are men thrown into jail. 
[Appiause.) Suppose they have deciared the 
and bill a failure. Does that justify the pas- 
sage of coercion bills and their enforcement to 
the extent of arresting newspaper editors be- 
cause they criticised it and of proclaiming mar- 
tial law throughout the country? I have heard 
it said that a celebrated National Convention in 
the United States in 1864 declared the War a 
failure. Suppose the Government of the United 
States on t occasion had arrested all the men 
in that convention and thrown them into jail, 
what would the American people bave said? 
What would England have said as to our free 
institutions? They have pronounced in the ex- 
ercise of their perfect rights their opinion upon 
the Land bill,and for the free expression of 
that opinion they have been thrown into jail. 
Sometimes I hear’ it objected that because 
there are those of the Irish people who don't 
believe in constitutional methods, and because 
there are those amoug the Irish who have faith 
only in an appeal to arms in order to settle the 
Irish grievances, that, therefore, until Mr. Par- 
bell shall have converted every man in Ireland 
to his opinions he shall be punished tor the opin- 
ion of everybody else. If the Irish people toa 
large extent believe that it is fruiticasto knock 


_at the door of the British Parnament in order to 


obtain redress, ure they not justified, and have 
they not been made to so believe by the history 
of British rule in Ireland? 41 It has 
been the constant policy of England from an 
early day, away back over acentury ago, to en- 
deavor, whenever Ireland was demanding jus- 
tice at ber hands, to provoke the people iuto pre- 
mature warfare or rebellion, in order that she 
might have an excuse to appeal to the hatred of 
the British nauon against Ireland. and 
resort to coercion instead of giving re- 
dress. Are they not doing it now? 
We learn even from the correspondence of Lon- 
don journals as they are repeated across the 
cable to our American press mut the brutality 
of the police in Dublin and in Limerick were 
such as to shame manhood; that there was no 
excuse, no pretext, no sbaduw of justification 
for the wanton and brutal assaults of the 
drunken constabulary and ‘soltlicry that were 
let loose upon the people of Dublin and Lim- 
erick. [Applausce.] 


AND NOW WE COME TO APPEAL TO AMER- 
ICAN OPINION. 
England has been appealing to American public 
opinion {A voice, “Very recently, though.’’] 
Very recently! We come today ou the venten- 
nial anniversary of the last kick that was given 
by the free colonists of America to British 
power on this Continent. [Cheers.) And we 
ask you to pay back a little of the obligation 
that we think we have placed this country 
under. [Applause.] The sympathy of the 
American people veiongs on tho Irish side of 
this question l[applause l, not only because it is 
the righi side—the side of liberty and freedom— 
but itis the side of your friend. [Applause}. 
When Mason and Slidell were arrested during the 
pendency of the Civil War, and Engiand was 
sending ber regiments over to Cauadato get 


ready to swoop down upon our northern border, 


in that same rotunda in Dublin from which the 
Land Leaguo issues its manifesto there ussem- 
bled the largest gathering of Irish people that 
ever came together in the City of Dublin, and 
they passed resolutions, and sent this message 
across the Atlantic to the American Repubtic: 
“If England makes war ou you, count 
Ireland on the side of the Union.” 
[Cheers.] They are the same people 
who guve you the five O' Brien brothers that won 
the first naval buttle of the Revolution. [Cheers.] 
And they are the same peuple that guve you 
fighting Jack coy They are the same peopie 
who guve you the Sullivans, and the Ciintons, 
and the Starks, and the Butlers, and mad 
Authony Wayne. [Cheers.] They are the same 
people who on every batticield from that time 
down to Jackson at New Orleans and to the late 
Rebellion have always inguired for the post of 
duty by asking, Where is tae point of danger? 
And theyare the same people why, if this Nation 
were to find itscif at war with any Government 
in the worid tomorrow, Would be the first to as- 
sume the blow and bear the Stars and Stripes 
to victory. [Applaus.] Hut far be it 
from us to ask the American people to assume 
a posiuon upon any grave question of soctal or 

olitical reform™-purely as an act of gratitude. 
Ve usk you to join with us in the name of lib- 
erty, iu the name of justice, to enuble the peo- 
ple of Ireland to live upon their own soil and 
obtain some hold on their own land. We are 
notasking you for arms. We are not asking 
you tor dynamite. We are asking you for 


YOUT, MORAL SUPPORT 

to hold up the hands of patriotic, law-abiding 
men asking for simple justice at the hands of a 
tyrant that does not understand the term. [Ap- 
plause.] And I think they will win. [Applause] 
hope they will. [Applaus.] 1 don't koow 
whether 5.0% or 0.40 regular troops, ana 
12.000 or iw constabulary, and all the 
wilitia that England cun put in there 
will be abie to stamp out tais agitanon. [** No,”

HIS SYMPATHY FOR IRELAND.

FELLOW-CITIZENS: Charles Stewart Parnell 
lies in Kilmainnbam Jail. Who is Parnell, and 
for what is he in jail? We saw him bere in our 
midst but a few months ago; he spoke to us, 
and he showed to us that he was a patriotic 
irishbman. He showed to us that he was the 
friend of the tenantry. and, though a landiord, 
suid that it was necessary for the tenants to 
have their rights, even though the landlords 
should quit Ireland. [Applause.}] He is a mein- 
ber of Parliament for Ireland; be has been an 


agitator, but never ounce uttered a treasonabie 


sentiment; be Bas been an agitator, but he bas 
asked Parliament to graut to the tenants some- 
thing of their rights. This is the man that Far- 
nell is. For what, I say, is ne in jail? 
That is a question that no man on this side of 
the Atlantic can answer. Gladstone and his 
Ministry alone van give the answer to that ques- 
tion. [Applause.} They alone. He bus agi- 
tated, but there is not one word yet recorded 
that he bas said that the Euglisu law can lay its 
hand upon and say This is treason.” [Ap- 
plause.} What does bis being in jailmean? My 
friends, the last time I spoke in this hall on the 
Irish question I told you that it seemed as if 
English statesmanship lost its cunning when an 
Engtish statesman set bis foot upon Irish soli. 
{[Appiause.] I told you that Koglish wisdom be- 
came folly when it looked upon the greeusward 
ot the Emerald Isle. |Applause.] 1 told you 
that it seemed that Eugland bad brains to gov- 
ern everything eise but Ireland.

my feelings and thoughts stand above 
ine limits“ of nationalities [applause|— 
stand, L trust, above prejudice of race or the 
pro of religion. |Loudapplause.] And if 

coud make you know bow sweet and deep my 
life is in this broad love of man, and love of lib- 
erty, and love of God, you would not wonder 
that my heart goes out in every direction where 
wy fellow-beings are in want. [|Appiause.) 1 
love to see the snoke go up from the chimueys 
everywhere. 1 love to bear the patter of the 
feet on the street, the rolling of the wheels, the 
ringing of the beils, anything that tells that my 
feillow-beings are about me. Why, I love old 
England, and then | love Germans, and 1 love 
Scotland. and I love the land of the West. I 
have in my veins tonight the blood of the En- 
giisb. and of the Scotch, and of the Germans, 
and of the Weish, and, I wish | had some irish 
blood. [Laurdter.] 

Now this meeting tonight has to me 

AN IMMENSE SIGNIFICANCE, 
and I will tell you what it means. It means that 
the great cause of humanity is being appealed 
to the great jury of the people. We fave come 
into times when the rights of man, religious 
and civil, belong to man, and when the peopie 
sitin judgment upon the acts of a Congress, or 
ofa President, or a King, ora Queen, or the 
cvuncil of achurch.

[Loud applause.} Sred to her free 
schools, her free press, and to her free speech, 
we would be unworthy of the great. the glori- 
ous, and the rich heritage. which is ours, if we 
remain passive and unmoved when such acts of 
oppression as this transpires, or when the suffer- 
ings of any people who are not protected by the 
laws of liberty and freedom are not preserved. 
And tonight we meet bere and assembie—and 
we have the biessed right of meeting—to ex- 
press our condemnation, and to extend our 
sympathy, and tor that purpose, my fellow-citi- 
zens, lam here tonight to express and extend 
my warmest sympathy to that unhappy peopie 
and to their diguified, level-headed, sagucious 
leader, Charles Stewart Parnell. [Appiause.] 

I bad the distinguished honor, as one of the 
representatives of this great city, to accept un 
invitacion to be present at and tuke part in the 
ceremonies which welcomed tnis great Irish 

atriot to Washington. It was decided in the 

ouse of Represeutatives that these ceremonies 
should take place in the Kepresentative Hail, 
under the direction of the Speaker, and while 
the House was in session, and it was on the 2d 
ot February a year ago that he was thus wel- 
comed, The members were in session, invited 
guests were surrounding them, and the galleries 
packed to overtiowing when this great Irish 
patriot was introduced and delivered his address 
on the state of affairs in that unhappy country. 
It wus atatime,mark you, geatliemen,when there 
was a great and strong feeiing on this subject ia 
this country, and it was a time when gaunt 
famine staiked through Ireland. A man of 
lesser brain than this Irish patriot would have 
sought to appeal to the passious and the sympa- 
thies on {this one question of extreme wo and 
suffering which then existed in Ireland.

His address baving been 
delivered, be was introduced to the members, 
and the one prevailing opinion of the man at

who would succeed in his undertaking and do it 
within the law. |Appiause.] The subsequent 
acts of this great man have cuntirmed that 
Opinion. No mob law. no violence, no exasper- 
ating of people were his methods, but Dy a 
forcibie and convincing argument of the wrongs 
of bis people be endeavured to compel Great 
Britain to do justly by Ireland. 

We see bim again in the Euglish Parliament 
witb that littie minority battiing like a hero, and 
we see the tyraunicai arm of Great Britain 
brought down by the ruling of her Speaker that 
closed the voices of the members ot Parliament 
when they were fightimg for the constitutional 
rigbts of their constituents. [Appausel. We 
see him again in open and free discussion of the 
laws recently passed, pursuing in a measure the 
same method and some of the teschings and 
tactics of a great American minister, and he is 
incarcerated and thrown into jail that the voice 
that could not be answered vy urgument mut 
be dosed by torce and cruelty. [Applause]. 
Mr. Paraell did not wish to embroil the couatry. 
Not at all. He made his statement clear and 
distinct: but be did want and be did believe 
that the sympathy of this great and free coun- 
try to which and for which he had sucha high 
regard, and to which he was so intimately con- 
nected and bound by ties of American bDivod, 
turougu chat nobie, heroic Yankee moteer, would 
secure their rights. |Applause.}] The tyranuical 
und oppressive arm vf Great Britauia bas closed 
free speeco. Great Britain has disgraced her- 
Seit, aud t will reevil upon ber; it ia a retiec- 
tion upon her boasted liberty, and I believe that 
as the arm which struck owa the patriot 
Charles Sumner. the great champion of free- 
dom, in the bulls of Congress, hastened the day 
of the emadavipation of Lae siaves of this coun- 
try, so this iron band of tyranny of Great 
Br.tain will quicken the time and hasten the 
duy of emancipation aad freedom of Irveiand.

JUDGE HAWES. 
WHAT IS TO BE DONE? 

The Chairman then introduced Judge 
Hawes, who spoke as follows: 

FELLOW-CITIZENS: I came bere tonight rather 
as a listener seeking informauon, and did not 
expect or intend to address you.

Now, lam sure, Mr. President and gentiemen, 
that cannot add anythmg to the store 
ot information, I cannot say auything that shall 
cause youto better understand the issues pow 
before you, for, in the first piace, |am not well 
posted myself, and, in the second Dude. you have 
been enabied to listen to the remarks and to 
draw upon the same store oi knowledge that I 
have; therefore we stand on a level: you are as 
well and better posted than I am. 1 may, 
bowever, iuake one suggestion, and it 
was for that purpose that I vonseuted 
to come befure you at All. Having 
listened to the issues, having beard tue 
question so ably and wei discussed the question 
now presents itseit to you before breaking up 
and retirivg to your homes, 

WHAT ARE YOU GOING TO DO ABOUT tr. 
[Applause]. I have been extremely well pleased 
ut the moderadou, the good sense, and 
the good judgment displayed here on 
the part of tbuse who have addressed 
you. There hus been very little, if any, 
appeals to your passion or your prejudice, cer- 
tulniy not to any great extent, or more than 
would be expected in a populur gathering of 
this kind; you have been talked to as honest, 
sober-minded, thinking meu. Now again, 1 say 
the quesuvn is, What cnn we du? Of course, as 
hus been suggested, you are not guing

A Prominent Man’s Opinion, 
Special Disvatch to The Chicago Tribune 

New York, Oct. 19.—In speaking of the 
prospects of the settlement of the existing 
railway complications and the opening up of 
new combinations, a prominent railroad 
manager said:

The Indians claim that the Interior Depart- 
ment has sustained them in their interpretation 
of the treaty. Some time ago Mr. Gould di- 
rected that a survey be made of the projected 
route from Fort Smith to Muskogee, but the 
Indians threatened to kill the surveyors; and 


hen both the Gould interest and the Indians 


a ppenlod to Secretary Kirkwood, that gentieman 
decided in favor of the redmen, and the survey- 
ing party was disbanded. 

The Indians, however, way, through their 
councils, grant the right of way; and Mr. 
Gould now confidently relies upon securing 
this concession from the Indians them- 
selves. Letters setting out the advantages 
such route would prove to the country 
it penetrates have deen addressed to all 
the leading Indians in both the Creek ana Chero- 
kee Nations, as well as to every member of the 
councils, and when these bodies convene next 
month it is expected by the railway compan 
that favorable action will be taken. Ia this 
event a survey will be immediately made; and 
in a very few months Mr. Gould will have a road 
running ffom the main line of the Missouri, 
Kansas & Texas to Fort Smith. At the latter 
point, the pian is to run a road 
the Arkansas Valley, and thus 
the life out of the St. 

& San Francisco 1 which is buliding 
toward Fort Smith from Fayetteville, Ark. But 
it is by no means certain that Mr. Gould can se- 
cure the right of way through the Creek and 


Cherokee Nations. The fact that he desires to 


obtain such right is creating intense feeling, 
and there is a largo party in botn nations, 
known as the anti-raiiruad element, who are 
deing everything possible to rally an over- 
whelming public sentiment against Mr. Gould 
and his schemes. Added to these are the friends 
of the Atchison, Topeka & Santa Fé and the St. 
Louis & San Francisco; who fight the proposed 
gTant with the 5 of despair, be- 
lieving that, should the Indian councils accede 
to Mr. Gould’s demands, the death-knell of the 
hopes of these two roads for obtaining su- 
N in the Southwest will have been rung! 

u the Cherokee country the excitement is run- 
ning high, and the anti-raiiroad feeling is ap- 
parently gaining ground. At the last session of 
the council, a bil granting the right of way to 
a road called the Cherokee & Arkansas Valley 
Railway, but which was in reality the Atchison, 
Topeka & Santa Fé Road, passed the Lower 
House, after a sharp and bitter discussion and 
by a close vote, but failed to rea thech 
Senate before that body adjourned, and bence 
was lost, us itis believed the measure would at 
that time have passed the Upper House witbout 
much opposition. This bil provided for a road 
over the same route which Mr. Gould is now 
try lig to secure, and should he succeed it will 
prevent the Atchison, Topeka & Santa Fé Com- 
puny trom pushing their line from Arkansas 
City through to Fort Smith via Muskogee. In 
fact, as before stated, the success of the Gould 
interest means death to the Atchison, Topeka & 
Santa Fé and the St. Louis & San Fraucisco 80 
far 7 concerns the traſhe of the great South 
west. 

At Talequah, the capital of the Cherokee Na- 
tion, your correspondent met and talked with 
nearly all the most prominent Cherokees re- 
garding the situation. Chief I). W. Bushybhead 
expressed the Opiuion that the Indians would 
protect their own interest, and see to it that no 
advantage which they already possessed was 
fritted away. He said the Cherokees wanted to 
be left in peace, so that they could attend to 
their local affairs and to the development of 
their country. Another distinguished and tead- 
ing Indian said: “In my opinion. it would 
be supreme folly to allow Juy Gould or any one 
eise the ‘> tf of way fora railroad through our 
country. It would be practically the firat step 
toward the dismemberment of the Nation. We 
have resisted the inruads of land-grabbers un- 
der Capt. Payne, and should present an even 
more determined front against the present en- 
croachment, as it is by far the more dangerous. 
The treaties of 1866 provide for a road eust and 
west aud north and south, and these huve been 
been built and the privilege exhausted. No 
other roads can be bulit unless by the consent 
of the Indians; and our people ought to know 
that all the three roads now pretending to be our 
friends are, and have beeu, our worst enemies. 
Why, the st. Louis & San Francisco Company, 
Lam credibly informed, actually paid Capt. 


Kansas Railway aiso aided the freebooters, and 
every true Indian who loves bis country will 
spurn and remember both roads for it. As for 
Jay Gould, be ought to be shown no mercy. He 
ought not to be allowed additional foothold in 
this country. His power makes him a subtle 
and dangerous enemy of Indian interests. 
How un Indian having the welfare of 
the Nation at heart can vote for a 
measure that »in add to his wer 
and open another pathway through the ‘erri- 
tory for g& and turbulence to pursue is 
something I cannot compreheud. I think the 
Cherokees, if they are true to themselves and 
to their own interests, will thwart bis schemes, 
as they deserve to be.” Other Cherokees spoke 
in a similar strain, and populur sentiment 
scemed almost unanimous against the proposed 
grant. Mr. Gould, however, is working to win, 
and the result is difficult to predict. 

In the Creek Nation your vorréspondent found 
a sittiiiar state of affairs, but without the in- 
tensity whieti characterizes the opposition to 
the new railway grant among the Cherokees. 
The Creeks have no cust and west rbad running 
through their country, and the projected Gould 
road only cute through their ‘erritory about 
five or six miles. They therefore have little 
reason to complain, but they join their Cherokee 
brethren in opposing it. Leading Creeks say 
that if one road is admitted others will demand 
a like privilege, and there will always be more 
or less trouble. The only safe way is to keep 
them allout. Others freely expressed the belief 
that Gould would triumph, and another road be 
running threugh Creek territory inside of 
tweive months. Altowether, the situation is de- 
cidédly interesting, and promises to develop 
some startling phases before the end is reached.

The attorneys for the Erie party are Benjamin 
H. Bristow, Aaron F. Perry, E. A. Ferguson. and 
Converse, Booth & Keating, of this city. One of 
the main points relied on to prevent a consuli- 
dation is the law of® 1874, prohibiting 
the consolidation of competing lines of railway 
in this State.

I'd rather let the thing alone 
and rest. I told you I would act decisively, and 
I've acted. That's all there is about i” 

MR. WALLER REFUSED 
to say anything further, except that he was 
tired of trouble and turmoil of office, and that 
be wanted to take it easy. He did not need 
public place, and had no political ambition. 

Subsequently Tag Tunes representative 
called upon payer Harrison, who said: 

Mr. Waller in July last wanted to leave. and 
with that end in view handed to me the follow- 
ing letter, which furnishes its own explanation: 

„ DEPARTMENT or Poste Works, Counts 
SIONER’S OFFICER, CHICAGO, Jul 
Hon. C. Ii. Harrison, Mayor, etc.— 
present organized,

upon mo is more than my health will bear.

'In retiring, I should do injustice to myself 
and to you were I to omit the expression of my 
sincere thanks and the assurance of my abiding 
gratitude for the kindness and conti mani- 
fested by you in my appointment and reap- 
pointiment to this office. With high sincere 
regurd, yours truly, Cus. &. , 

“I did not accept that nation,” con- 
tinued Mayor Harrison after the reporter bad 
read the letter.

I haven’t seen 
Mr. Waller today; in fact, I haven't seen him 
for several days. 0

Waller that I didn’t wish anything saved out of 
the street-cleaning fund, but that I wanted it 
all judiciously spent. I've learned that there is 
‘a good deal apparently saved up to date, and 
‘that the streets are excessively nasty. I have 
sent to find out the amount of the balance that 
is standing to the credit of the street fund, and 
I spall direct it to be spent judiciously. Mr. 
Waller saved ail he could early because he 
didn't know what might occur later. I want to 
get the streets cleaned as guickly as I can 
and the street-crossings on the dirty streets re- 
paired. On some of these streets a person can't 
cross over without going over his sboe- tops in 
mud, Wagons get stuck, and there is more ob- 
struction to free travel than I like to gee,” 

He asked the public to consider the fact that 
they've had ruins unparalleled, and that the 
rivers are swollen greater than usually known 
even in great spring freshets.

POSTMASTER PeAKSON, of New York, recently 
made a statement of the amount of money-cr- 
ders unclaimed which bad accumulated on bis 
hands. The New York olfice is the 2 
house for all the money - order offices. From this 
statement it rs that the fund now amounts 
to $1,800,000, w En is held subject to the persons 
to whom money-orders bave been made out but 
never cashed. To get at some idea of the state 
of alfairs in the Chicago office a TRIBUNE ro- 
— yesterday called on Mr. T. H. Swan, the 
superintendent of the Money-Order Division: 
and gleaned some interesting facts relative to 
this strange remisness on the part of peopie 
no cannot or wiil not get money due to them. 
In the first place, it should be understood that a 
mouey-order is invalid one year after date, and 
that after that time the money can 
be drawn only by u properly 
authenticated demand on the department. 
A littie investigation showed that in the Chicago 
office these invalid orders accumulate at the 
rate of about loo per month, representing about 
on average of $l each, which would give the 
respectable total of $12,000 per annum. There 
are a Variety of causes why people never call 
Lor their money. It is not, as might be sup- 
posed, that the payee cannot be found. A cur- 
sory look at the old advices will show that many 
of them ate in favor of newspapers, corpora- 
tlons, andthe most prominent business houses 
in the city. They cannot get their money be- 
cause they have never received the order and 
the sender bas never taken the trouble to in- 
quire as to the reception of the orders. Some 
of these orders are stolen, and some miscarry, 
but it is impossivle to account for all except on, 
the theory that many ignorant people hold on to 
money- orders as an investment, or else that 
they do not know bow to draw the money. 
Once a month the old orders are collected and 
forwarded to the department, and it would seem 
from the large fund which has accumulated 
that few ever call for their money. The average 
at the Chicago olfice seems to be about $10, and 
if the same ratio holds good, the general un- 
claimed fuud represents 150,000 distinct orders 
which have gone astray, been lost, stolen, or 
forgotten since the adoption of the money-order 
system. The ratio of 1,200. per annum for this 
city alone shouid be sufficient to attract the at- 
tention ot people who have sent orders to 
their friends or correspondents. A simple re- 
quest that the letter containing the order should 
be returned if not called for would obviafe a 
vust deal of the trouble. The Postmaster-Gen- 
eral is of opinion that the aritation of this mat- 
ter wilt result in much of the fund being laid 
ol 


THE LOST BALLOON, 
NO NEWS OF IT vr. 

All that was said in yesterday's paper about 
the lost balloon can be said again today. In- 
deed, there has been nothing new obtained re- 
garding the abeent alr-ship and her crew of two 
since last Friday, except, of course, that a new 
theory is now and then put forth as to the fate 
of the aeronauts; and even new theories are 
getting scarce. It is just a week today 
since the “A. J. Nutting” broke awa 
from her moorings in the base-ball par 
and floated prematurely off on ber aerial 
vovage. It was said then that Prof. King, 
who was standing on the edge of the basket, 
started to jump off, not knowing evidently 
whether anything else besides the anchor-rope 
bad broken. His friends say now that they wish 
he had jumped, although A. J. Nutting & Co. 
deciared in yesterday's bulletins that tney would 
not regard the case as hopviess until another 
week had gone by.

The 
balloon is certainly down by this time, so that it 
makes no difference now whetber the wind is 
north, south, east, or west, or whether the buar- 
ometeris high or low, so far as the balloon is 
concerned. 

At A. J. Nutting & Co.'s there was no news to 
be bad either. It was said that the tirm pro- 
posed to send out a scouting party in searca of 
the absent ueronaugs, but thut has not been den- 
nitly decided upon. if such a party went out 
its searcn would be in the neigaborhvod of Mel- 
rose, Wis., where the balloon was last seen. 
Naturally, as each succeeding day coes by with- 
out auy tidings being received from either Prof, 
King or his companion of the Signal Service, 
the impression grows stronger that they have 
met a similar fate to that met by Donaldson and 
Grimwood or Wise and Burr. 

Assuming that Prof. King and Mr. Hashagen 
will never be heard of aguin, it is a singular fact 
that the two great balioon ascensions made 
under the auspices of ciothing firms as a means 
of advertising bave resulted most disastrously— 
so far. at least, as the acropauts were concerned, 
whatever the success may have been in the line 
of advertisement. In the summer of 1879 Mab- 
ley, the clothier, engaged Prot. Wise to make a 
balloon ascension from St. Louis. A young man 
named Burr, a bank clerk, went along just for 
the fun of the thing. The balloon was seen sev- 
eral hours later a long way northeast of St. 
Louis, and that was the last heard of it. 
Friends and relatives of the two men 
who went uo thea, and, of course, the reporters, 
went to Mabley’s every day for news about the 
balloon, or else got up theories on their own 
book and waited. Then, as now, as much was 
known on the second dav as on the seventh re- 
garding the balloon and its fate and the fate of 
the luckicss aeronauts. 


WISE MEN FROM THE EAST. 
WHO COME TO LOOK AT THE CABLE ROAD. 

A TRIBUNE reporter yesterday met the party 

of Philadelphia capitalists and street railway 
officials who came to Chicago Tuesday morning 
to inspect the State street cabie road, with a 
view to introducing the system in Philadelphia. 
The names of the gentlemen composing the 
party were mentioned in yesterday's TRIBUNE. 
Among them are the Hon. W. 8. Stokiey, who 
was Mayor of Philadelphia for twelve years; 
H. Kemble, ex-State-Treasurer ot Penn- 
syivania: H. C. Howell, ex-Sherif of 
Philadeiphia, and Mr. George H. Colket. 
The geutiemen represent companies owning 
about 150 miles of street railroad in Philadel- 
phia, but itis the Union Street Railway Com- 
puny which is contemplating the introduction 
of the cabie system. This company alone owns 
about seventy-tive miles of track in the City of 
Brotherly Love. They charge 6 cents a ride 
there, but then they keep the streets in repair 
from curb to curb. 

The Philadelphians were asked what they 
thought of the cable system, and answered that 
they were very favorably impressed with it, ex- 
pressing, also, their astonishment that Superin- 
tendent Holmes should so thoroughly under- 
stand the details of the construction and opera- 
tion of a cable road when his experience 
been 80 short. They said he 
made everything as plain to them as 
A BC, having every bit of information at his 
tingers' cnds. “Ido not think, though.“ said 
one of the gentlemen, chat the people of Phi- 
adeiphia would tolerate huving their streets torn 
up the way State street is here, even for a very 
short time. However, the Union Company 
ollficials will think the matter over, and, if they 
believe it practicable, will lay a cable road about 
six miles on Seventh street and six miles on 
Ninth street. It should be remarked that in 
Philadeiphia the streets are go narrow that the 
cars have to go up one street and come down 
another. 

The gentlemen were questioned as to politics 
in Pennsylvania, but said they were not dis- 
posed to talk politics. They even asked that 
notbing should be said of their favorable opinion 
regarding the cable road, ** because the press of 
Philudeiphia was always looking for an opportu- 
nity to get a dig at the street railway companies.” 
The Philadelphia press, in other words, would 
kick against having the strevcts torn up. 

The party will start on their return home to- 
morrow afternoon.

Five years ago English cattle were suffering 
from foot and mouth disease and from pleuro- 
pneumonia, and Canadian shippers made more 
mnoey than they now are doing. At that time they 


paid farmers four and one-half cents per pound 
live weight. At present the diseases mentioned 
above have disappeared in Engiand and on the 
Continent, and there is less demand for foreign 
cattle in that part of the world. Canadian sbip- 
re are now paying farmers five cents per 
pound live weight, and, though the freight is re- 
duced one-third, the demand is too small to en- 
able them to make money. All the shippers are 
complaining they are losing money.

MICHIGAN SUFFERERS CaIcaco Reviser Con- 
MiITTEeEB, Oct. 19, 1581.—My attention das been 
called to a communication in your issue of the 
17th, signed Cold Facts. and another in the is- 
sue of the 18th, signed “Enough,” evidently 
written by the same person. It is not my pur- 
pose at this time to reply.

What a 
pity that this fatal objection to my usefulness 
was not earlier discovered. And the same 
fatality attends the liberality of that large class 
of otherwise respectabie men who do busi- 
ness in the city, but do their sleeping in the 
suburbs.

Stocks were active all day. but within narrow 
limits.

Vanderbilt, who has gone to Cleveland to at- 
tend the Cleveland, Columbus, Cincinnati & In- 
dianapolis election, was declared to be a heavy 
sellcr of his Own stocks.

The risein the New York money market is 
partly artificial just as the stringency of last 
week was exaggerated. The Poat says: 

Undoubtedly many millions of dollars con- 
tributed by large speculators were week before 
last practically withdrawn from the loan mar- 
kPt; and the present ease is actuaily due to 
their restoration to the cbannei of loans, this 
restoration huving becn made on the calcula- 
tiun thatthe Treasury would let out money 
enough to nt least meutraiize the effect of the 
withdrawals of the speculators. The latter. 
quickly reeognizing the situation, not only res- 
tored their money, but have used every artifice 
to increase the appareut ease of money. So 
long as they continue this no higher than a 6 per 
cent rate is to be expected. Naturally there 
are as good reasons as at any time this season 
for money being active. Whatever currency is 
received from the West is needed to supply the 
demand from the South; apd it is not reasona- 
bie to expect thata great deal of gold will be 
received from Europe as the leading banks can- 
not spare it and will probably resort to every 
means to prevent its shipment. 

Augustus Schell is quoted’ by the Graphic as 
having stated that while any furtber dividends 
on Michigan Central or Canada Southern this 
year are entirely out of the question, the Lake 
Shore Road will soon certainly be obliged to re- 
duce its dividends considerably if the railroad 
war continues. On the other hand, the same 
paper reports that the leading conservative 
houses believe that sound dividend-paying 
stochs like New York Central are a purchase. 

New York Central returns for eleven months 
of the fiscal year ending Sept. 30 show that a 
little less than 7 per cent was earned on the 
stock against 11 4-10 for 1880. Out of the net 
earnings there are yet to be taken large rebates’ 
and the result of the fiscal year will show that 
the rvad has only earned 6 per cent. 

Elevated Railroad troubles are not settled yet. 
The Sun says: 

Within a month the whole arrangement may 
be broken up, and matters return to the condi- 
tion iu which they were before. lu any event, 
there are no facts known to the public which 
justify the prices paid for the elevated railroad 
stocks. President Galloway, in bis letter af 
April Basking for a reduction of, taxation, as- 
Sorted that the net earnings of the entire eic- 
vated system for the current year would be in- 
suthetent by $194.8) to pay even. inerest nnd 
taxes. A law of the last session of the Legis- 
lature contirms the taxes complained of, aud no 
bargain of Directors can diminish the mortgage 
interest. Uniess, therefore, the net earaings of 
the roads increase cnormousiy there will be 
nothing to speak of to divide under the new 
ugreement, and prices based on expected divi- 
dends are without foundation. The Third and 
Ninth avenue lines together, it is true, can carn 
about 4 per cent for the New York Company, 
but this is bardly enough for a stock selling at 
110 and upward, to say nothing of the unseitied 
lawsuits for damages to which the company 13 
liable.

Fish were tirm 
and unchanged. Stocks of lake fish and of fat 
mackerel are scant. There was a good demand 
for oils at former prices. Coul was in better re- 
quest, with no change in prices. The pig-iron 
market is reported active and strong. Since 
midsummer there has been an advance of from 
$1.00@,3.00 per ton. 

Hay was tirm, No. 1 timothy selling at $18.00@ 
18.30. There is little or nothing coming in, the 
country roads being in such a wretched condi- 
tion as to preciude heavy teaming. Green fruits 
were generally slow, without quotable change in 
prices. Hides are dull, the stock of green being 
quite heavy, and tansers buying sparingiy. 
Grease and tallow show little activity, the mar- 
kets indicating a decided weakness. Druggists 
report a steady trade for drugs and chemicals, 
with no revision of prices during the past week. 
Wool is quiet and unchanged. Timotby seed 
was a little stronger, selling at 82.502.825

Some of the smaller traders on Change are ob- 
jecting to the new method of deliveries, because 
it requires them to attend every day, when per- 
haps they have only two or three trades in ny 
mouth that are not settled direct with the other 
barty. It would seem to be a little hard if there 
were not such an easy way outof it. We pre- 
sume there is scarcely one of the larger traders 
but would be wiliing to respond in such a case 
if asked to do so; and if not, there are brokers 
who would undertake the commission for a 
small sum from each party wanting the service. 

Flour holders report that the market here is 
5075 per bri above the limits of export buyers, 
for which reason that class of traders can not 
operate. Several couutry holders have reduced 
their prices fully 25c within a week, and the re- 
sultis more business. It now looks as if there 
would have to be a general reduction if there is 
to be an extensive flour trade. The millers have 
a profit of fully u dollar per bri in flour under 
present conditions, though they have paid rela- 
tively high prices for wheat. This condition of 
things has been fostered by the liberal or- 
ders on foreign and Eastern account, 
which gave millers all they could do for months 
ahead. They are now not so far behind as they 
were, und some of them have caught up. If, as 
there is reason to expect, the miliers will soon 
have flour for sale, there will probably be a 
shrinkage in the prices as compared with the 
current quotations for wheat. 

The volume of trading on Change bas ma- 
terially slackened since the rates of commission 
were increased, Some operators stil! have all 
they want to do, but the greater number are 
doing very much less than they did up to about 
a week ago. The raising of the rates does not 
80 much affect those who operate for parties 
intending to stay in the deal. If a man 
buys or sells with the intention of holding 
ou for a big advance or decline. as the case may 
be, he does not much care for Me per bu. But 
the raising of the rates is a biow to the scalpmwg 
den lers. who have given orders to buy and sell 
sevcral times in a day on the different turns in 
the market. Formerly they could realize a protit 
out of a small change in prices, which is now 
swallowed up in commissions, so that they do 
not care tuincur the invreased expense of the 
deal. Several of our local capitalists who used 
toorder perhaps twelve or twenty times a day 
now only look on. It seems to be not improba- 
bie that a large number of members will vote 
for the repeal of the rule. 

The Board of Trade yesterday adopted the 
proposition to empower the Directors to increase 
regular storage room if needed. The following 
is the language of the order: 

The Board of Directors shal! have power when 
in their judgment an emergency exists requir- 
ing more sturage room than can be supplied by 
the regular elevator warehouse to declare any 
storehouses, vessels, or places suitable for the 
storage of grain, within the city limits, regular 
piaces for the storage of grain deliverable un- 
der the rules of the Board of Trade. 

A commission merchant the magnitude of 
whose business has often made it very difficult to 
keep squarely up with it when deliveries were 
made on the old plan writes as follows: 

The new method of adjusting the constantly 
accumulating extra storage on warehouse re- 
ceipts for grain is yg ny to be somewhat 
understood; and the more jtis examined the 
more favor it meets with. MHeretore it has 
beeu the rule when deliveries were made to 
deduct on the fifth day after the date of the 
receipt the full amountof the extra storage for 
the whole ten days allowed by the elevators. The 
effect of this was to make the purty who bap- 
pened to have the warehouse receipt on hand 
at the close of business on the fifth day lose 
the baif cent per bushel, or $25 on each 5,000 bu 
lot. Under the present, or new, rule, each day’s 
accumulated storage (that is, , a mill per bu, 
or $2.50 on each 5,000 bu) is deducted on tne fol- 
lowing day, thus exactly equalizing the burden 
of extra storage, and compelling the owner of 
the property to pay his own storage. Under the 
old rule, it was the practice of several large 
firms wbo usually carried a large amount of 
cash property to have enough sales open 80 
that they could make up their receipts and 
deliver them just at the last momer:mh, 
thus rendering it practically impossible 
for the grainto get backto them before the 
“tap of the bell.“ and thereby saddiing the 
$25 storage on some one who could not reach 
the party towhom he had it sold in time to 
make the delivery on the same day. In this way 
they managed to muke the trade pay about 
all their extra storage. Asa natural conse- 
quence, every house had to make the sharpest 
kind of eflorts to get their grain into the next 
man’s office’’; hence the wiid confusion and 
consequent risk and losses when large deliver- 
ies were made—as, for instance, on the first days 
of a month. This pew storage rule would in 
itselt almost wholly remedy this great evil, and, 
taken in connection with the new delivery rule, 
will be of immense value to the trade. This 
rule does not affect sales of car-lots, or of round 
lots for cash, but applies only to deliveries 

ade on time contracts.“ 

A few of the grain receivers who have some 
corn soid for future delivery, and who expect to 
make up their 5,000 bu lots, are making some re- 
sistance to the rute, because they fear that they 
may lose „ u mill per bu in doing so. They seem 
to forget that even if they should lose a little in 
this way once ina while that ther will much 
more tban make it up in the long run by escap- 
ing the frequent losses of $25.00 which they are 
constantly liable to. ff the rule has a fair trial, 
it wiil certainly meet with almost universal ap- 
proval. if the parties who bave to receive and 
deliver out on contracts are at all watchful of 
their interests they will see to it thas this ruie is 
kept in force. It deals out exact, even-handed 
justice. 

The new delivery rule is a little awkward for 
the boys yet, but it will have a fair trial, and 
when * patched up” alitile will work well. One 
good effect will be to cause most of the deliver- 
ies to be made before 11 o'clock, especially if the 
storage@ule is retained. Let the “trade” by all 
menus give both rules a good square and fair 
trial.

OrTTawa, Oat., Oct. 15 — The following regula- 
tions authorizing the imposition of penalties in 
certain cases have been made by order in 
council under authority of the Act 31 Vic., 1867: 

I. Every owner, master, or person in charge of 
any vessel, boat, barge, or rait about to eater 
any canal shall, before entering, make to the 
nearest Collector of Canal Tolls or other proper 
officer a full and complete report, setting forth 
in detail— 

(a) The quantity and description of the cargo 
contained in such vessel, boat, or barge. 

(>) The registered tonnage of the vessel, boat, 
or barge. or 

(ce) In the case of rafts the number of pieces 
of timber or logs, and with reference to rafts of 
square timber, the number of cubic feet cou- 
tained therein, and 

(d) Generally such other information as ma 
be necessary for computing the tolls to whic 
the vessel, boat, barge with che cargo contained 
therein, or the raft, as the case may be, is liable 
to pa 

2. — such report shall be signed by the 
person making it, and its correctness shall be do- 

clared to vbelore ‘the Collector of Tolls or other

3. The Collector of Tolls or other officer in 
charge is hereby authorized to require of any

The slop is thus 
turned into a large source of revenue, and it bas 
been owing to the fact that the refuse ot the 
distilleries could be turned to such a good ac- 


chunt that the whisky markets of the country 
| have come to be controlled by Cincinnati.

slops and the stables in which the cattle aud 


| hogs are kept give off a strong odor, which per- 
its way to 


vades the region for some distance round 
about. The odor is disagreeable, and has always 
excited unfavorable comment. The natural 
conclusion is that the region must be very un- 
healthy, and it is on sanitary grounds that the 
Board of Health now proposes to order the 
stuck-pens removed tothe country. The vital 
Statistics of the city, however, show that there 
have been fever deuths iu tbe district in ques- 
Hon since the pens were built than there were 
before, and fewer than there are in the clean 
portions of the city. which are sought for their 
supposed heaithfulness. This is an anomaly 
that is Uuurd to explain, but it seems to be weil 
established. If the stock-pens are removed to 
the country a large source ot revenue will 
be lost, and several milijon dollars’ worth 
or property will bave to be abandoned. But the 
adjoining property would increase in value per- 
baps to an equal amount, and it is the bope of 
this advauce that it is causing a fight to be made 
upon the stock-pens rather than that they are 
disease producing, as is alleged. The present 
Board of Health will not be long in office, and 
its action in the matter may not be final, but the 
probiem will remain and still demand solution.

EVANSTON, III., Oct. 18.—The other day one of 
the moraing papers attempted to prove. that Mr.

SHEEP IN NEBRASKA. 


Detalle Connected with the Basiness 
of Sheep-BRaising—Profits of the Busi- 
. ness—Experience of Barker & Crexon 


and Cnad wick. 
Special of The Chicago Tribune, 


OmABA, Neb., Oct. 16.—Perbaps there is not an 
interest in Nebraska which has advanced more 
rapidly during the past three years than sheep- 
growing, nor one which has brought more satis- 
factory returns. In Merrick County. 12% miles 
west of Omaha and on the line of the Union 
Pacific, are today 25,000 sheep where a year ago 
there were but five. In Phelps and Kearney 
Counties, 200 miles west, there are quite a num- 
der of new sheep ranches among the sandhills 
on the south side of the Platte River and within 
five miles of the railroad. These hills are fast 
becoming covered with a rank growth of blue- 
joint and other grasses which succeed the 
buffalo grass. An interview with some of the 
sheep-raisers brought some facts ot interest tu 
sheep-growers who are looking Westward for 
new locations. 

Barker & Croxon, of Silver Creek, Merrick 
County, commenced bere in July, 1880, with 4,000 
merino sheep, bought in Wisconsin and Michi- 
gan, and cost here $3.15. During the past win- 
ter, which was the most severe for years, the 
loss from November to May was only 4% per 
cent. They had the run of the cornfieids after 
the corn was pulled, and with little feeding of 
hay and corn did well. Tuey used fuli-blood 
Cotswold and Shropshire bucks, imported from 
Canada, and consider these crossed with meri- 
nos the best. both for wool and mutton. Last 
spring was cold, late, and wet, but the increase 
was 50 percent. ‘he clip averaged six pounds 
per bead, and sold for 24 cents. They have two 
ranches with sheds, etc., three miles from the 
station. Mr. Barker says the native grasses are 
fine tor sheep-feeding, but there is not one 
blade if a million used, and that within a radius 
of ten miles there is pasturage for 100,000 sheep. 
As to disease he said: “There is no scab in my 
flock, and no tevt-root, except in sheep driven 
here, and these speedily recover.“ Eastern men 
may make a note of this freedom from disease. 
Iney are feeding several hundred wethersa, and 
and bave au offer for hom in Aprilof five cents 
per pound without the wool. They just bougbt 
Mn, tons of bay in stack fur winter feeding at 
SI. 0 per ton. 

Mr A. M. Chadwick,of Central! City,in the same 
county, furmerly of onto, Wis, Das a ranch 
bere and also one with YUN sheep in Wyoming, 
twelve miles north of Cheyenue. Here at the 
foot of the mountains, proiected in winter, 
with bay lands in connection, are the breeding

These cost $15) eaca, but he says 
the price is nothing wucu an additional pound of 
Wooli can be growin, and do cents per bead added 
in mutton. The fuli-biood bucks sheared 
twenty-five to thirty-live pounds and ewes ten 
to sixteen. The ewes he expects.by breeding to 
bring up tounavcrage of seven pounds per 
bead.
